It is generally admitted that the labor situation through- 
out the country is not just what it should be and that there are 


things that should be remedied. There are many thousands of| trial disaster that threatens to 


sincerely honest workmen in unions and there are some of the 
other kind. The same is true of workmen who do not belong 
to any union. We have no fault to find with unions that are 
run on a fair and honest basis—but it must be admitted that 
there are instances where racketeers have gotten into some 
unions. They are there to take any unfair advantage they can 
of employers and to fill their own pockets as a result of the 
soft jobs they hold. Laborers and industry should deal with 
each other in a fair and open manner, that the “best interests 
of both may be served. 
LaHabra Star says: 

‘*Honest labor has on its hands the problem of keep- 
ing unionism from being a racket, and from becoming a 
burden on industry which the latter cannot support. 

“‘Honest labor is that which believes in giving an hon- 
est day’s work for‘an honest day’s pay. Honest labor is 
that which also see in the job something more than a means 
to livelihood. Honest labor takes pride in its work, ac- 
eepts some of the responsibility for the success of business, 
and is willing to bear its fair share of the total economic 
load of the nation. . 

“‘To this sort of honest labor nobody rightfully can 
deny the right to organize, and to bargain collectively. 

“The chief dangers are that such organizing and bar- 
gaining will have as their main objective the building of 
financial and political control for a small group, and that 
the organization effort will be carried.to an extreme which 
will break small business, increase unemployment and 
throw an undue proportion of the economic load onto 
shoulders which cannot support it. 

“It is the hope of radicals that just this result will be 
obtained. Those who want to overthrow our present form 
of government and set up some sort of an ‘ism’ govern- 
ment, modeled on European lines, know that the best way 
to do it is to break down business and the economic struc- 
ture. Revolution of some sort is bound ‘to follow such a, 
break-down. Then the radicals have their chance. 

“Tt is up to honest labour to see that this does not hap- 

The hardest fight ahead is within the ranks of labor 
itself. If honest labor does not master the situation it will 
later on find itself in a much worse state than it ever was 
before. ey 

‘In the long run we must be honest and conscientious 
for our own sakes.”
